Ted Marsh Fruitless 


Ted Marsh, thirty-two-year-old 
seaman of Victoria and ftealtle. 
leaped from the deck of the 
ferry Iroquois Into Puget hound 
, a mile west of Apple Tree Point 
about 1.3# o'clock this morning 
and disappeared. Capt. C. T. 
Frese. relief raptajn of the vessel, 
reported when the ship docked 
here. 

Ths Iroquois spent sn hour search¬ 
ing for Marsh, flashing a searchlight 
over the moonlit water and sending 
a small boat out. No trace waa found 
of the mlasing r^an and. operaUona 
wire carried out so quietly that few 
passengers, except those on deck and 
In the public rooms, were aware of 
the mishap. 

Marsh, a member of the crew of the 
ferry, had been standing watch as 
lookout on the bow and waa seised 
by some sort of fit or Illness, ths 
officer on wsteh on the bridge st the 
time told Capt. Preae. 

Other members of the erew were 
taking him to his bad when be sud¬ 
denly brushed them aside and leaped 
over the rail. He said nothing to the 
men as he Jumped overboard. 

Marsh was reported to have rela¬ 
tives residing In Victoria, where he 
frequently spent holidays. He had

More than a decade 
ago. of course. Rt. Hon. Arthur Meighen went 
further than .iht*: he- advocated the holding of 
a referendum to get a direct expression of the 
will of the people as a whole. * 

It will ^ jel lied That the ^Pr i me 
made Jua "statement to’ ^ 
believe the only way to strengthen the League’s 
shaken authority is to take heed of the lessons 
of experience, to make the policies of the League 
conform to realities, to conditions and attitudes 
of mind that exist in fact in the world of today." 

Finally the Prime Minister emphasized the 
point that the league, in the conception of its 
founders, was not to be a group of countries set 
against another group, was not to Be used to 
Combat "particular theories of social philosophy 
or economic organization." It was primarily 
a League "to further* the ideals of peace and 
good-wil! among all nations and all classes." 

Of the Premier's speech in general the Con¬ 
servative Montreal Star says in part: "Mr. 
Mackenzie King. Canada’s Prime Minister. j 
presented today in Geneva Canada's attitude j 
toward the League of Nations with a fairness 
and a fullness that leaves little for any carping | 
critic to say.

N ews of the devaluation of 

(he Italian lire again focusses attention on 
| tho momentous happenings in the realm of in¬ 
ternational monetary policy. 

News of the devaluation of the franc was 
coupled with word of prompt support for the 
French currency bulb iroas the BrUtdi and 
from the United States stabilization funds. 
1 hough devaluation of the franc was known 
to be fraught with serious consequences in terms 
of political bickering within France, the evi¬ 
dence of co-operation between the three major 
monetary powers was heralded with satisfaction 
generally as foreshadowing further international 
action m an economic sphere to hasten world 
recovery. In its politicgj significance, the three- 
powtr co-operation was generally interpreted as 
a move in the direction of peace. 

Italy now is forced into the ranks of the 
devaluationist countries with a drastic cut in the 
value of the lire. Mussolini’s Ethiopian ex¬ 
ploit was costly. There have been vast—ex¬ 
penditures on Italian armaments and the Italian 
gold reserve is credibly reported to have 

dwindled to $150,000,000. For some time, 
commodity prices in Italy have been rising 
steadily. Among Mussolini’s subjects this new 
blow at the purchasing power of Italian cur¬ 
rency will certainly not increase the popularity 
of tjie Fascist regime. | 

Another consequence will probably he that 
Mussolini will suffer a serious check m the 
realization of his dream of turning the Mediter¬ 
ranean into an "Italian lake."
